Mr. Walton, a graduate of State 


College in 1911, wa« sent to th" labora- 
tory of that school at Arendtsville in 
April, 1911, as plant pathologist, with 
Stewart Frost as entomologist. 


Working in a quiet and unassuming 


manner, Mr. Walton decided his activi- 
ties particularly against control of

FAILURE AT HOME 


Plant 
Pathologist At 
Arendtsville 
W a s 
Taken 111 2 Weeks 
Ago; Waged War 
on Tree Diseases. 


Richard C. Walton, Biglerville, plant 
pathologist 
at 
the 
State 
College 


laboratory, 
Arendtsville, 
for 
eight 
years, whose efforts toward control 
and eradication of tree anil plant dis- 
eases have saved Adams county fruit 
and vegetable growers thousands of 
dollars, died at the home of his mother 
in Avondale, this state, Wednesday 
morning. 
Although it was known in the up­ 
per end of the county that Mr. W al­ 
ton’s health was not the best for sev- | 
eral months and th at for the past two 
weeks he was seriously ill, news of his 
death came as a distinct shock to his 
many 
friends 
and 
acquaintances 
throughout the county. 
Death wras a t­ 
tributed to heart complications. 
Mr. W alton, a graduate of 
State 
College in 1911, was sent to th" labora­ 
tory of th a t school at Arendtsville in 
April, 1911, as plant pathologist, with 
Stew art Frost as entomologist. 
W orking in a quiet and unassum ing 
manner, Mr. Walton decided his activi­ 
ties particularly against 
control 
of 
“ frog-eye” disease and scab on apple 
trees. 
Experiments 
with 
various 
sprays and powders, extending over a 
long period of time, revealed to Mr.} 
Wlalton how a number of diseases a s­ 
sociated with apple, peach and other 
fruit trees and all kinds of vegetables 
could he controlled in many instances 
altogether eradicated. 
Studied County 
His experiments took him over most 
of Adams county, and everywhere he 
went he was welcomed as a doctor 
might be received in a home where 
sickness is prevelant. 
Through his 
efforts, fruit and vegetable growers 
say they have saved thousands and 
thousands of dollars by knowing what 
sprays and trusts to use and when to 
apply them so that they would be e f­ 
fective in the control of parasitic and 
other forms of diseases. 
Mr. Frost, Mr. W alton’s co-worker 
at the State College laboratory, spoke 
in term s of highest commendation to­ 
day when discussing the life and work 
of the deceased 
plant 
pathologist. I 
“ Mr. Walton was a friend of every- j 
one,” Mr. Frost commented, “and was 
a tireless worker, 
striving 
always 
with no thought of personal gain or 
glory, hut thinking primarily of the 
good he could do for others. 
It has 
been a severe blow to me to lose him 
as a worker.’’ 
Mr. Frost said that while Mr. W al­ 
ton’s 
successor 
has 
not yet been 
named, he considered it 
likely th at 
S tate College would appoint a man 
to take Mr. W alton’s place as soon 
as possible. 
Although in failing health for six 
months, Mr. Walton stuck courage­ 
ously to his work until two months 
ago when his condition took a turn I 
for the worse, and he went to the 
home of his mother at Avondale, Dela­ 
w are county. 
While devoting time day and night 
to his profession, Mr. Walton found 
tim e to take an active interest in the I 
Biglerville Parent-T eachers’ Associa­ 
tion, and was an active member of) 
Menallen Friends’ Meeting, near Flora 
Dale.

This particular exhibit sprung sud- j 
denly into the limelight over W ed­ 
nesday night as the first exhibit picked 
upon by the Sabbath observance forces 
of Philadelphia to force Sunday clos­ 
ing of the pay-as-you-enter exhibits 
at the sesqui grounds, when the con­ 
stable envoy of the ‘'righteously in- * 
dignant” group sallied forth \\e d n e s - ; 
day to serve w arrants on the alleged 
“blue law ” delinquents. 
The incident is told on the first page i 
of Philadelphia newspapers today as 
follows: 
The test case against opening 
the sesquicentennial on 
Sunday 
and charging admission got off to 
a two-way start yesterday when 
a petition was tiled in Common 
Pleas Court No. I 
against the 
opening to paid admissions and 
12 w arrants were issued for the 
a rre st of minor employes of the 
fair, charged with violating the 
Blue Law of 1794. 
Constbale Douglas, from the of­ 
fice 
of 
M agistrate Fahnestock, 
■was commissioned to serve the 
w arran ts on the employes and left 
the office of the “only 
woman 
, 
judge” early in the day for the 
sesqui grounds with blank w a r­ 
rants. 
Once inside the grounds Con- 
I 
stable Douglas’ first step was a t 
the cyclorama, “The 
Battle 
of 
G ettysburg.” This concession was 
open last 8unday and did quite a 
business, it was noted by those 


who gleaned the information for 
persons seeking to shut down the 
exhibits and concessions on the 
Sabbath to paid admissions. 
At “The Battle of G ettysburg” 
Douglas met his W aterloo in the 
form of a young girl who sells the 
tickets. 
“ W hat’s your n a m e ? ” the con­ 
stable queried. 
“ Who wants to know’?” came 
back the girl without batting an 
eye, as she continued to pass out 
tho tickets. 
“I ’m a constable and I w ant to 
serve a w arrant, how d ’ye like 
th a t? ” puffed tho minion of the 
law, as he threw hack his coat and 
displayed his shield.
